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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 01/13/2004. 

The submission is in compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the 
information disclosure statement is being considered by the examiner. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 

form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1 ,3-9,12-15 and 16 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Mellum US patent 5,333,678. 

4. Regarding claims 1 and 13 Mellum'678 discloses an auxiliary power unit for use 
with a vehicle ( see abstract ) comprising an enclosure (housing 20) , having a frame ( 
see Gig. 1A), interconnected opposite vertical walls (33 ), said vertical walls forming 
front and back walls (Fig. 2B), opposite end walls (Fig.3A ), and a top parallel a floor 
(Fig.3B), an integral engine/generator set fixed in said enclosure ( power unit 8), said 
engine/generator (23 DC alternator )set having a liquid cooled internal combustion 
engine ( radiator 28 for cooling) connected to an electrical generator by a base plate 
said base plate interconnected with said enclosure, ( column 3,lines 50-61 ), said engine 
having inherently at least one cylinder disposed parallel to said floor for turning said 
generator to produce electricity . 
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Regarding claims 6-1 1 and 15 Mellum'678 discloses an auxiliary power unit for use with 
a vehicle having panels 33 can be removed for service purpose (column 3, line 49 and 
Fig. 2A shows element 6 for closing the panel having hinges) 

Regarding claims 12 and 16 Mellum'678 discloses an auxiliary power unit for use with a 
vehicle having claim an compressor (24, column 3 ,line 43) is operatively connected to 
said engine, said compressor located within said enclosure (see Fig 2A) . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 2 ,14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Mellum US patent 5,333,678 and in view of Higuchi US patent 6,661,107. 

Mellum US patent 5,333,678 teaches all limitation of claimed invention except a plurality 
of isolation mounts to reduce vibration, said isolation mounts located between said 
engine/generator set and said floor. 

Higuchi US patent 6,661,107 discloses an engine generator having a plurality of 
isolation mounts to reduce vibration, said isolation mounts located between said 
engine/generator set and said floor (48, Fig. 5B) for purpose of reducing the vibration . 
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Therefore it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time 
the invention was made to combine Mellum'678 apparatus with a plurality of isolation 
mounts to reduce vibration. 



7. Claims 3-5 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
